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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-67 have been allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claims 1-26, patentability resides, at least in part, in the combination of: a 
method of operating a control loop for a control valve having a throttling element 
coupled to a pneumatically operated actuator, the control loop with a pneumatic 
amplifier with inlet and outlet ports to communicate with the actuator, a control fluid 
valve assembly responsive to a control pressure signal, an l/P converter receiving an 
l/P drive signal and generating the control pressure, including storage of a reference 
outlet pressure signal, generating the l/P drive signal, receiving a measurement of a 
pressure level from the pneumatic amplifier, comparing the measured to reference 
outlet pressure to generate error signal and modify the l/P drive signal based on the 
error signal, in further combination with the other limitations of claims 1 and 18. 

As to claims 43-59, patentability resides, at least in part, in the combination of: a 
method of detecting faults in a control loop as stated above, in further combination with 
the other limitations of claim 43. 

As to claims 27-42 and 60-67, patentability resides at least in part, in the 
combination of a positioner system to control a pneumatic actuator coupled to a 
throttling element for the method of claims 1-26 and 43-59.
